Washington, January 2.—An inter- 
nal row over the Mellon tax plan is 
brewing in the democratic party with 
one faction clamoring for acceptance 
cf the program virtually’as it stands, | 
while another group is protesting that 
the administration is unduly generous 
to large incomes.

Then he would proceed to New 
Yors and surrender there to face 
charges of waving beaten a boy— 
charges of which his counsel hope to 
clear him. . i ee 

Thaw stands accused here of hav- 
ing lured Frederick Gump, Jr. son 
of a Kansas City manufacturer, to 
a New York hotel and with having 
beaten his naked body savagely with 
a whip after having locked ‘the boy 
in a room. The. specific charges are 
kidnaping and second degree assault, 
Conviction would carry a long term 
in Sing Sing. Indicted with Thaw is 
Gevige C, O’Byrne, a companion. 

Sources “Unimpeachable.” 

The Sun stares that after a three- 
day investigation of rumors current 
for months that Thaw planned to seek 
his hberty it was able to confirm the 
rep»rt “from unimpeachable sources,” 
and outlines the legal battle by Which 
his counsel hope to obtain his liberty. 
, According to the newspaper story, 
legai proceedings will be started with- 
in two weels in the common pleas 
court in Philadelphia to have Thaw 
legally competent. Then 
overtures wou:d be made to the New 
York authorities, in order that Thaw 
might surrender. His counsel wil] 
seex to arrange’ bail and an early 
trial. 

The article states that Thaw’s de- 
fense will be that he was adjudged 
insane at the time he was alleged to 
have committed the acts of which 
he is accused, but that he is now 
sane. A sane man, it will be contend- 
ed, can not be held for trial for acts 
of irresponsible moments and every 
assurance will be offered to prove that 
there is no likelihood of a mental re- 
lapse.

Greer says he pulled the trigger on 
Miss Normand’s .25 caliber pistol, 
which for some reason he was carry- 
ing, because Dipes appeared about to 
hit him with a bottle following the 
chauffeur’s efforts to induce the ac- 
tress to go home. 

Dines says he made no motion and 
gave no indication that he was going 
to attack Greer, but he fails to throw 
any light from bis side on the auto 
driver’s motive. 

, She Was Affectionate. 

Miss, Purviance and the police, the 
latter also reporting the former's al- 
leged opinion, charge Greer. with in- 
fatuation for Miss Normand and inti-

As an offset to the theory that 
Greer was jealous of Dines’ atten- 
tions to Miss Normand, is the report 
in Hollywood circles and among 
Dines’ friends in Denver that he was 
engaged to marry Miss Purviance.

Greer was questicned again today 
and reiterated the msin details of his 
part in the shooting.

“Mrs. Burns was in communication 
with Dines’ apartment,’ Greer told 
the officer. “She told me as I stood 
nearby that she had heard Dines say 
that Miss Normand could not come 
home. I went into a room where I 
knew she kept her gun, grabbed it 
and drove to Dines’ place.” 

After arriving at the place, Greer 
told the officers he was kept waiting 
for several minutes in response to his 
knock. . 

“Tl was peeved .and cold,” said 
Greer. “When I got in the room I 
asked ttat Miss Normand come with 
me. Dines sneered and reached for a 
bottle which stood on a table in the 
center of the room and I fired. I 
didn’t wait to see whether I had hit 
him, but rushed from the room, got in 
the car and drove to the police 
station.

Paris, January 2—Paris and its 
suburbs, recovering from the effects 
of the New Year's frolic, awoke this 
morning to realize that something 
serious Was going on in the river 
Seine.

The great 
truck garden area lying along the 
river resembles a vast lake.

Watkinsville, Ga. January 2 
(Special.)}—Rich Lumpkin is dead 
and his father, Jule Lumpkin, both 
negroes, is in Oconee county jail with 
a scalp woung and a bullet through 
the shoulder as a result of the latter 
negro resisting efforts of Clarke and 
Oconee officers to search his premises 
for contraband liquor.

NOTED HYMN WRITER 
IS TAKEN BY DEATH 


Lew Trenchard, England, January 
9—The Rev. Sabine Baring-Gould, 
English novelist und theologian, died 
today. 


The Rev. Sabine Baring-Gould, au- 
thor of many books during his seventy 
years of literary activity, was best 
known as the writer of the hymn 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers.” He 
also wrote “Now the Day Is Over,” 
“Through the Night of Doubt and 
Sorrow,” and “On the Resurrection 
Morning.” 

He would have been 90 years old 
on January 28. He began his career 
as a writer at ithe age of 20 and 
published works of fiction, history, 
folklore, religion, travel and myth- 
ology. His last book 


“Onward, Christian Soldiers” and 
“Now the Day Is Over” were written 
in 1864. 
| He resided on the ancestral estate 
at Lew Trenchard, North Devon, 
where his family hed lived for nearly 
three centuries. 

He was also a prolific writer of 
novels and works on history, travel 
and other subjects. In one of his 
books, “Through Fire and Flame,” 
he recounted the romance of the 
courtship which led to his marriage— 
& romance that upset the conserva- 
p tive views of the England of his 
time. 

When Vicar of Horbury, York- 
shire, in 1868, in the course of his 
duties he fell in love on sight with 
Grace Taylor, the daughter of a mill 
hand, who was herself employed as 
a factory hand. He obtained per- 
mission of the parents, sent the girl 
away to be educated, and a few years 
later married ner, he himself an- 
nouncing the marnage bans.

THE COMPETENT CHIROP- 
ODIST.

Although the word is derived from 
Greek roots which mean hand and 
foot, the modern cbiropodist treats 
miner ailments of the feet. Such is 
the training the chiropodist receives 
today that we may say he treats foot 
troubles safely and well. Whenever 
I am hurrying past the cemetery I 
wonder how many inmutes tried trim- 
ining their own corns a- shade too 
closely. 

* When a layman :s threatened with 
falling arches, flat feet, hammer toe, 
ingrowing nail, bunion, weak ankles, 
hy peridrosis, Morton's neuralgia, 
plantar callus or clubfoot he should 
consult an orthopedic surgeon. Many 
of us are just enough Greek to 
imagine orthopedic means something 
like straightening feet or correcting 
foot troubles, but the pedic part of it 
coesn’t refer to the feet at all, it 
seems. It refers to child, and ortho- 
pedic means child straightening or 
the treatment of deformities of child- 
ren, though the orthopedic surgeons 
are not averse to treating deformities 
or deforming conditions of adults.- 

Orthopedic doctors, however, are 
rather scarce. So there is a legiti- 
mate field for the trained chiropodist ; 
nowadays the chiropodist is about 
as well trained as physicians were a 
generation ago. 

One of the important principles in- 
stilled by training into the mind of 
the modern chiropodist is surgical 
asepsis. That doesn’t mean the use 
of antiseptic chemicals which look or 
smell impressive oc come in fancy 
costumes. It means the technic of 
absolute cleanliness, surgical cleanli- 
ness, bacteriological cleanliness, keep- 
ing germs out of the environment,

INCOME TAX IN NUTSHELL. 

Who? Single persons who had 
net income of $1,000 or more or 
gross income of $5,000 or more, 
and married couples who had net 
income of $2,000 or more or gross 
income of $5,000 or more must file 
returns. " 

WHEN? The filing period is 
from January 1 to March 15, 1924. 

WHERE? Collector of internal 
revenue for the district in which 
the person lives or has his prin- 
cipal place of business.

WHAT? Four per cent normal 
tax on the first $4,000 of net in- 
come in excess of the personal ex- 
emption and credits. for depend- 
ents.

While the exemptions for married 
persons are $2,500 if their net income 
was $5,000 or less, and $2,000 if the 
net income was in excess of $5,000, 
there is inserted in the revenue act a 
qualifying clause in justice to these 
persons whose net income just exceeded 
$5,000. The act provides that the 
reduction of the amount of the ex- 
emption shall not increase by more 
than the amount of net income in ex- 
cess of $5,000 the tax which would be 
payable had the exemption been $2,- 
500. For example, Mr. and Mrs, John 
Doe had a net income for 1923 of 
$5,010. Without the benefit of the 
above provision their normal tax would 
be $120.40 ($5,010 less $2,000 equal- 
ing $3,010 at 4 per cent). ‘Their 
actual tax is $110.40 ($5,010 less $2,- 
500 equaling $2,510 at 4 per cent, or 
$100.40, plus $10, the amount by 
which the net income exceeds $5,000). 
This provision has no application 
where the combined net income is 
$5,200 or more. ‘ 

Exemptions of $2,000 or $2,500 are 
allowed married couples only if they 
live together. In the absence of con- 
tinuous residence together, the exemp- 
tion depends upon the character of 
the separation. The presence of a 
wife in a sanitarium or her unavoid- 
able absence because of ill-health does 
not change the marital status, and the 
full exemption is allowed the husband. 
If occasionally the husband is away 
on business, or for any necessary rea- 
son a temporary separation exists, the 
full exemption is allowed. But, if 
continually and voluntarily the hus- 
band makes his residence at one place 
and the wife at another, they are not 
income tax law.

In a recent experiment it was 
found that while the smoke cloud de 
creased the rate of cooling of a black- 


ened surface about one-half, it had 


litt:e effect upon the air-temperature. 


The slight increase in the tempera- — 


ture noted under and in the smoke 
was apparently principally due te 


heat imparted to the air by the hot 


particles constituting the smoke. The 
conclusion has been reached that heat- 
ing the lower layers of the air by 
burning some form of cheap fuel is 
the most economical and 
method of frost protection. 


Is pure distilled water more harm- . 


ful to a boiler than any other kind, 
and if so, why? r 

The U. S. Bureau of Standards 
says: “Distilled water properly pre- 
pared is the least harmful of any 
form of water for boiler use. Water 
distilled from raw water containing 
magnesium chloride will frequently 
gontain hydrochlorie acid in small 


quantities resulting from the decom- 


pos:tion of this salt, and 


is conse<. 


quently corrosive. .Distilled water ob— 
tained from condensation of steam - 
from boilers may sometimes contain — 
fatty matter derived from grease and 
oil used as a lubricant, which may ac 
cidently be dropped into the boiler or’ 


enter through parts of the ‘machinery. 
This fatty matter will decompose into 
fatty acids which are corrosive. Dis- 


tilled water will frequently contain 
considerable quantities of ammonia, ~ 


but this material is not particularly 
injurious to a_ boiler.

Albany, N. Y., January 2.—Jack 
Dempsey will never ring up another 
million-dollar purse on his cash regis- 
ter if a bill introduced in the legisla- 


ture Wednesday, goes through in its 
original form. Senator Reiburn, of 
New York city, dropped the bill in the 
box in the senate. It would reduce 
the maximum box office price of tick- 
ets for championship fights from $25, 
the present limit, to $f. The maxi- 
mum for non-championship bouts 
would be cut down two-thirds, from 
$15 to $5. 

As the Dempsey-Firpo fight at the 
Polo Grounds last summer was a 
$25 attraction, those who attended 
the brawl believe there can never be 
another million dollar production at 
a price limit of $7. Even at $25 a 
seat, the stands and field seats at 
the Polo Grounds were jammed to 
accommodate the “million-dollar gate.” 


As the high priced seats selling at 
from $15 to $25, have been the prin- | 
cipal source of revenue at the big 
affairs, the gross receipts will be re-| 
duced to less than one-third under the | 
new scnie of prices. Thus Dempsey | 
would have to fight-Firpo, Tom Gib- 
bons and Harry Wills, three opponents

~ Until Stand-bys Failed ,

I reckon I set myself up to be shot 
at when I started this telling of my 
baseball days. .So I guess I’ve got to 


— my, medicine. You know how 
SS ae % 

So many odd questions have been 
popped at me through the mails that 
they’ve got me winging. An old friend 
of mine out here in Carnezie, I guezs, 
called the turn. 

“Honus,” he said, “you want to re- 
member that when you tuvok up that 
writin’ business they bad two strikes 
on you before you started.” 

n top of the pile, as I write, 
is one from a Mr. Hawley in Port- 
land, Ore., who asks: “How was it 
you struck at so many bad balls in 
your time and still managed to hit 
then? You te:l young pluyers to pick 
out good ones.” 

Mr. Hawley has got me right, at 
that. [ reckon [I.did hit at more bad 
balls than any man in the business. 
I ha:’my own system about that—one 
eat I would rot advise others to [o!- 
ow. 

Whenever a pitcher made me look 
foolish on a piteh, whether it was 
high, low, outside or inside, I figured 
it out that he would be sure to give 
me nnother just like it. If I made a 
sucker out of a batter on a certain 
ball I certainly would hand him an- 
other. So that’s the way I figured 
they would do. 

And sure enough I would eall the 
turn nine times out of ten. Having 
set myself for a ball high over my 
head, for example, I would naturally 
be ready if the pitcher tried to re- 
peat. Being set for a certain ball I 
could sock it. If he shifted I wou'd 
wait. I knew he would try to make 
me look foolish again. sooner or later. 

It would be just the same as if J 
was looking for one over the middle 
As long as a batter is looking for a 
certain kind of ball and gets it, fie 
can plaster it whether it is high, low, 
inside or outside. That, I hope, ex- 
plains why I had the reputation of go- 
ing after all kinds’of wild pitches. 

The next writer, a Mr. Ironton, of 
New Orleans, wants to know what I 
considered my greatest batting accorr- 
plishment, the one that zave me the 
most satisfaction. 

The Fan Chirped: Then— 

My greatest accomplishment, I be- 
lieve, was in the game between: Louis- 
ville and Pittsburg when I got two 
home runs and two singles just when 
the fans were giving me the razz and 
begging Pittsburg to take me back 

ome. 

The one that gave me the greatest 
satisfaction, though, was in the de- 
ciding game of the world’s series be- 
tween the Detroit Tigers and the P.- 
rates. This game was played at De- 
troit in 1909. 

In the sixth inning we zot two men 
on base and I was next up. The De- 
troit fans.and players had Leen giving 
me a terrible razz. It seems that they 
had nevetfseen me play out there and, 
I reckon, were sort of disappointed 
Yeu know how it is—it’s mizhty tough 
on 4 ball player who has hit so well 
that fans expect him to plaster one 
every time he comes to bat. It’s hard- 
er on him than on a player who hasn’t 
been boosted so much in the newe- 
papers. \ 

Vell, I came up and on the second 
ball pitched I got it squarely on the 
nose and slammed it to the fence for 
three bases, scoring the runrers. I ani 
sure that wallop gave me a better fee} 
than anv one [ ever hit 

I remember one fellow in particular 
who sat just back of the Detroit 
ench. 

“It’s all right.” he yelled to the 
pitcher, “that Dutchman has got a 
yellow streak.> Let’s co!” 

Just then I smacked the old onion. 
Only a ball player can exactly under- 
stand how [ felt. 

As a matter of fact we didn’t need 
the runs but it was those that gave 
us a start. The final score of the 
game was Pittsburg 8, Detroit 0. 

So many of the fans who have heen 
good enough to read what I have 
rwritten have asked odd questions 
about queer pitching wand odeély 
pitched game that I will answer them 
all in one lump. I reckon that will 
be about the hest way. 

The most peculiar and surprising 
pitching that:I ever saw in a ball 
game was done by Christy Mathew- 
son in a game at the old Exposition 
park in Pittshurg when the Giants

A Game Without Curve.

STINSON DELIVERS. 
EMANCIPATION TALK 


Hazelhurst, Ga., January 2.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Rev. Richard D. Stinson, prin- 
cipal Atlanta Normal and Insdustrial 
Institute, made the principal address 
at the emancipation exercises here 
Tuesday. Rev. C. Ceunts was 
chairman of the meeting, which was 
attended by several hundred persons. 

“[ thank you for asking me to ad- 
dress you of this day, which has 
meant so much to our peqgple for a 
great many years, and for the reason 
that so many of us have missed what 
the day’s celebration really means.” 
Rer. Stinson said: “A large number 
of our people in this state felt that 
i was, and still am, opposed to the 
masses of our jeople migrating to 
other sections of our country, and 
that I do not understand the sharp 
triais under which they labored. 

“We have just began to see the 
light of day and when our people 
began a wholesale migration they 
threw away hopes and in great meas- 
ure began to follow phantoms they 
knew not of. 

“IT wish all southernefs could he- 
lieve what I am about to say. The 
real white people of the south know 
the value of our p — as laborers, 
he knows the need of having him in 
his employ. He knows bow the ne- 
gro has blessed the white race of this 
section in building it up and he has 
wanted us here and wants us now, 
and we ought to know that we get 
as much out of these conditions as 
anybody else. For we got more out 
of ssavery than those who brought us 
from Africa or the man who owned 
us. Out of that condition of things 
we learned Christianity. American 
civilization, home life and American 
citizenship. 

“Seores of us in this audience have 
white friends that would in their own 
quiet way go with us to the ditch. 
No doubt there are hundreds of pros- 
perous black men in this state who 
never go into any project without 
a word from a white friend whose 
judgment and decision have been the 
safety valve to all his businesses and 
whatever he owns.

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GREEK ASSEMBLY 
TAKES OVER ROLE 


Athens, January 2.—(By the Aw-| 
sociated Press.)—Amid shouts trom 
the deputies and the galleries of “Long 
live the republic ; down with the king,” 
Greece's revolutionary government 
was turned over to the newly elected 
national assembly teday by Cvionel 
Plastiras, head of the revolutionary 
committee. 

Colonel Plastiras opened the session 
with a speech in which he enumerated 
the achievements of the revolutionary 


government whic took power with the 
abdication-of King Constantine in the 
fall of 1922. 

Premier Gonatas followed with an 
announcement of the resignation of his 
government. which held office under 
the revolotionary regime. 

_The cabinet withdrew from the ses- 
sion after its resignation. The re- 
publicans and the liberal democrats re- 
mained in the house-and endeavored to 
form a quorum to elect a speaker. 

Colonel Plastiras spoke for an hour 
in reviewing the work of the revolution. 
When he referred to the assistance 
from “the American relief organiza- 
tions, whose aid reached Grerve's 
refugees during the country’s most 
critical moment,” there was a_ wild 
outburst of applause. The republican 
deputies shouted, “Long live the Amer- 
ican -epublic,” while the liberals con- 
tented themselves with crying ‘long 
live America.” The galleries joined in 
the demonstration. Another outburst 
oceurred when Colonel Plastiras said 
he favored a republic because he was 
convinced that the nation’s troubles 
were due to the dynasty. He said he) 
was happy because Greece's most | 
prominent citizen, Venizelos, weuld | 
soon again be in the midst of his coun: ' 
trymen. 

The American and British diplomats | 
did not attend the proceedings. The 
Serbian and Swedish representatives 
were the only ones noticed in the 
diplomatic box, which was crowded 
with women. The American colony 
was well represented in the crowded 
galleries. The oath was administered 
to the deputies in the name of the 
fatherland by the venerable Bishop of 
Athens. The two Turkish deputies 
were sworn by the Koran and the 
Jewish members by the Old Pestament. 

The assembly forestalled an attempt 
by the republicans to introduce a res- 
olution declaring the dynasty abolished 
by adjourning to await the arrival of 
M. Venizelos, who is dune tomorrow 
afternoon. 

After heated debate. the house ad- 
journed until Saturday.
